SWEDISH. FORCE OF 500 MEN 
SEIZES THE ALAND ISLANDS 


Will Form Guard Until End of War; 
Finnish White Guards, 
Leaving. 

LONDON, Feb. 25.—The Swedish 
force which seized the Aland Islands 
consists of 500 soldiers, an Exchange 
Telegraph. dispatch from Copenhdag- 
en reports. Thesetroops wil form a 
guard until the end of the war. Six 
hundred Finnish. White Guards left 
the Aland Islands on Swedish steam- 
ships which brought them to Swe- 
den. They were then taken to Tor- 
nea, in Finland, on the Swedish bor- 
der. Russian soldiers on the islands | 
will probably be sent directly to Fin- 
land. .~ 

It is reported that 500 White 
Guards who took refuge on the Pe- 
lenge Islans have been defeated by 
Red Guards, a large number of them, 
Mostly Finnish students, being killed. 


The forwarding of Swedish troops 
to maintain order in the Aland Isl- 
ands was reported unofficially last 
week, although until the arrival of 
this dispatch, apparently delayed by 
censor, no announcement had been 
received of the actual seizure of the 
islands. The Swedish Parliament 
Saturday adopted the Government's 
proposal for military intervention. 
Premier Eden said the project was 
under an agreement arrived at be- 
tween the Swedish Red Guard, which 
is represented by the Russians, and 
the White Guard, which is attempt- 
ing to overthrow the Bolsheviki.

Strain Between Germany and Austria 

The German papers comment on 
the relations between Germany and 
Austria, which ..apparently are be- 
coming quite strained. The Tages 
Zeitung contrasts the abuse of Ger- 
many in Austria in connection with 
the Ukrainian treaty with the praise 
bestowed on Count Czernin, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Foreign Minister. The

ALLEGED DESERTER WHO

“Search the world’s history,” de- 
clared enator McCumber, “and 
nothing. .can be found even to ap- 
proach this most damnable treach- 
ery to the faithful and bleeding al- 
lies—this blackest treason to coun- 
try and national honor. For this ig- 
nominious surrender under Bolshe- 
viki reign, ‘let every Russian patriot 
fer a thousand years wear branded 
on his cheek the blush of shame. 


“Cancer Sapping Our Strength.”’ 

‘With this spectacle of national 
impotency and disgrace before you 
ana enlightened by the appalling 
conditions in our shipyards, is it not 
about time!we were turning our at- 
tention to the Bolshéviki doctrine of 
those in our own country who are 
paralyzing the arms of the Govern- 
ment and imperiling the lives of our 
soldiers in France? | 

“So, too, we have seen the effect 
of this Bolsheviki sentiment ‘more, 
still more, always more,’ regardless

In addition the commisson has 
granted the request of a number of 
other concerns, which admitted the 
practices complained of and asked 
for consent orders to avoid publicity 
in having their affairs investigated. 
A large number of other cases still 
are under consideration. 

The 38 firms cited today were 
given 30 days to reply and ordered to 
appear for hearing April 8. 

The Glidden Varnish Co. of Cleve- 
land, O., was charged with attempt- 
ing to stifle and suppress competi- 
tion by “systematically and on a 
large scale’ giving employes of cus- 
tomers, prospective customers and 
competitors customers’ gratuities 
such as liquor, cigars, meals, theater 
tickets, valuable presents and enter- 
tainments. ‘Secret payments’ also 
were alleged to have been made to 
employes to influence 
from the Glidden Varnish Co. or to 
stop purchases from the company’s 
competitors.

Rations. 


In letters written to his parents, 
John lL. Hyde of Forest Heights, St. 
Louis County, a member of the 
Twelfth Engineers, now in France, 
tells of exorbitant prices charged 
American soldiers. He gives as a 
reason for this the knowledge of the 
French that the pay of American 


soldiers is about twice as much as 
that of the British or French. 

Excerpts from a letter dated Dec. 
6 follow: 

“Don't think a fellew can’t spend 
any money here. I have a $15 a 
month allotment, $5000 insurance 
to carry, a barber bill, tailor bill, to- 
bacco and other miscellaneous ex- 
penses. There are canteens all over 
the war zone and a fellow can’t go 
in and get out without spending 5 
francs ($1).- My favorite dish—to- 
matoes—costs 2% francs. Can you 
beat it? The British also have beer 
canteens. 

“T have had only three days’ leave 
since coming here. When the French 
see an American coming they ad- 
vancé prices. The reason is that the 
British troops do not draw nearly as 
much money as we do and so Amer- 
icans are always ready to pay more

NOW JOINS Flan 
AGAINST ARBITRARY 


Non-Active Until His Rival, 
Folk, Took Up the 
Campaign.

PREPARING A 


BRIEF 


Senator Will Set Forth Injustice 
of Charge and Urge Use 
of Free Bridge. 


Senator Stone, who had neglected 
to use his official position to aid St. 
Louis in bringing about the removal 
of the bridge erbditrary until after 
Joseph W. Folk was employed as 
counsel for the Chamber of Com- 
merce and began an active fight on 
the arbitrary, announced from Wash- 


ington yesterday that he was prepaf- 
ing a brief to be filed with Secretary 


McAdoo, Director General of Rail- 
roads, setting forth the injustice of 
the arbitrary and urging that the 
Government operate the free bridge. 

. The announcement was received by 
business men and politicians in St. 
Louis today as a characteristic po- 
litical move of the Senator's. Al- 
though no authoritative statement 
has been made by Folk, it is gen- 
erally accepted as a fact that he will 
be a candidate for Stone’s seat in 
the Senate in 1920, and it has been 
predicted that if he is successful in 
removing the arbitrary, his political 
stock in St. Louis will soar. 

It is known that the re-entry of 
Folk into Missouri politics has caused 
the Senator and his close political 
friends much concern, and the Sen- 
ator was quick to see that political- 
ly it would never do for Folk to 
get all the glory out of the arbitrary 
fight. 

Stones Calls on McAdoo. 

The first intimation that the Sena- 
tor had interested himself in the St. 
Louis terminal problem came in dis- 
patches from Washington that he 
had called on Secretary McAdoo 
“several weeks ago’ and that Mc- 
Adoo had promised to thoroughly in- 
vestigate the arbitrary, and had 
asked Senator Stone to file a brief 
setting forth the arguments why the 
arbitrary was unfair to St. Louis. 

It was stated that Senators Stone 


large stockholder in the Frisco, 
called upon McAdoo and that Mc- 
Adoo thereupon called upon the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for 
a detailed report on the St. Louis 
bridge situation. 

McAdoo first was asked to take 
over the bridge by Mayor Kiel and uw 
delegation of St. Louis city officials 
more than a month ago. Since that 
time McAdoo has had an investiga- 
tion by Regional Director Aishton’ of 
Chicago under way. 

Folk will be in Washington tomor- 
row to consult with McAdoo about 
the arbitrary and the use of the free 
bridge by the Government. Before 
departing from St. Louis Saturday, 


‘Folk said he expected to lay before 


the Director-General a detailed state- 
ment of the effect of the arbitrary on 


| St. Louis business, including a state- 


ment regarding freight congestion in 
St. Louis and East St. Louis, and a 
showing that the four tracks of the 
Bads and Merchants’ bridges were 
not sufficient to handle the traffic. 
Lazarus, who is a close personal 
friend of Senators Stone and Reed, 
who for 15 years have been political 


enemies of Folk, came out against 
the arbitrary while in Washington 
last week, but his views were con- 
cealed until after his departure from 
Washington and until Sundays when 
it was deeme:il expedient to place 
Stone in the front as a champion of 
the*removal of the arbitrary. 
Lazarus’ Views Given. 

Lazarus ieturned to St. Louis the 
latter part of last week, but depart- 
ed yesterday on a southern trip. He 
is expected back Friday: His views 
on the arbitrary, as given in the 
Washington dis, .tches, are: 

“I al.. against the tail wagging the 
dog,’ Lazarus is quoted as having 
said. ‘The arbitrary has built up 
East St. Louis at the expense of St. 
Louis. The Frisco and all the prop- 
rietary lines of the Terminal must 
realize sooner or later that the gen- 
eral prosperity and development of 
St. Louis will mean a whole lot more 
to them than the arbitrary toll. 
Zimmerman (referring to General 
Manager W. C. Zimmerman of the 
Frisco, to whom Lazarus said he had 
talked about removing the arbitrary) 
could not see it my way, but the 
time is coming when every railroad 
manager will see the logic of un- 
shackling these arbitrary chains.”’ 

The Chamber of Commerce is 
preparing to circulate 20,000 pledges 
among St. Louis shippers and busi- 
ness men to obtain a wide public in- 
dorsement of the movement to re- 
move the bridge arbitrary.

’ AVIATION ACCIDENTS. 

In the news of Saturday were reports of the 
deaths by accident of five aviation cadets of the 
flying corps while training at aviation camps. 

The Saturday ‘group of fatal accidents follows a 
series of similar occurrences within a few weeks. 
The causes vary, but in several instances they 
were collisions. Vernon Castle, an experienced 
aviator lost his life in trying to avoid a collision 
with an aviator under training. Others were 
caused by loss of machine control. Without com- 
plete details it is impossible to judge whether the 
accidents which deprived ardent and capable 


es Young men training for this country’s service of 


life or Imb and the country of the services of 
courageous and useful aviators were unavoidable. 

The accidents have reached an aggregate which 
calls for a through investigation. Why have 


‘these fatal accidents been so freqrent of late? 


Is. it carelessness in permitting students to 
make solo flights or to attempt difficult feats 
before they are fully prepared? 

_Is it the use of airplanes that are not equal in 

wer of motor or strength of structure to the 
tests required of them? 

Is it due to lack of adequate regulation of flights 
which would avoid collisions and would reduce 
the danger of them to a minimum? 

- It is expected that a percentage of aviators in 
service at the front will be killed in action. They 
are trained experts fully capable of controlling 
their machines under all normal conditions of 
flight. Under orders of superiors to act each 
one is responsible for his own safety in the air. 
The machine with which,he operates is in the 
best possible condition, but he must take risks. 
If he is killed he dies striking at the enemy. 

In the training camps the responsibility rests 
largely on commanders and instructors. The 
student is under their teaching amd guidance. 
They must have regard for his safety in train- 
ing him for service. 

The best type of airplane today is a reliable 
machine, of, course accidents cannot be elimi- 
nated. Ambitious students will occasionally de- 
part from instructions and the best machines and 


‘the best operators fail under adverse condi- 


tions. But we say emphatically that there should 
be a. minimum of accidents in training camps. 
In some of the camps none of the flying cadets 
have been killed. 

An investigation might discover remedies and 
precautions that would reduce accidents. It would 
at least assure the public that the best possible 
care is being taken of the courageous and enthusi- 
astic young men who have enlisted and are being 
trained for the great air fleets which will have a 
momentous weight in ead the war.

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SPARE THAT HATCHET. 
Away with that story about George Washing- 
ton’s father’s diary and the cherry tree incident! 
Shall the American people sit spinelessly by and 
Watch one of its most cherished traditions de- 
stroyed? 
Ore of those cold-blooded, iconoclastic persons 
—own cousin, no doubt, to the man who started 
the slander about Santa Claus—declares that, ac- 
cording to the diary, it wasn’t a cherry tree at 
all that young George chopped down and that he 
amputated the plum tree, not with his little 
hatchet, but with his father’s handsaw. Is noth- 
ing sacred to such vandals? Is George Washing- 
ton’s hatchet to meet the melancholy fate of 
Archimedes’ burning glass, Columbus’ egg, Jamie 
Watts’ teakettle and Newton’s apple? 
Not in one thousand years! That hatchet was 
good enough for our fathers, it was good enough 
for us and, by all that is eternal, it shall be good 
enough for our children! No measly handsaw is 
going to come along here in the year of grace 
1918 and supplant it in our affections. If George 
Washington’s father actually wrote any such non- 
sense in his diary, so much the worse for the 
diary. We will have none of it. 
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GERMAN ‘MOTHERS’ PROBLEM. 
According to Grete Meisel-Hess, a German 
woman leader of the Bund fur Mutterschutz and 
the author of “‘The Sexual Crisis,” just published 
in this country, there were in Germany, before the 
war, no less than 14,000,000 adults who did not 
earn enough to permit of marriage. 

Incidentally, this is a striking indictment of the 
German economic system. Selling the products 
of German labor at a profit in every part of the 
world, German employers did not pay these 14,- 
000,000 workers enough individually to encourage 
them to become parents. And yet the German 
system was supposed to be good enough for all 
the world. 

Since the war, Grete Meisel-Hess says, condi- 
tions have become infinitely worse. The expecta- 
tion of marriage is steadily growing less and 
less. And what does she suggest as a remedy? 
That mothers, married or unmarried, should. be 
put on salary by the state. Also, all children, 


|} legitimate and illegitimate, should become wards 


of the state. 

But who is it that has brought about this crisis 
of the sexes? And who would’ be the principal 
beneficiaries of wholesale mothers’ and chil- 
dren’s support by the state? The employers, of 


course. Instead of compelling them to pay suf- 


out to be “slightly exaggerated,” as. Mark Twain 
remarked when a similar report concerning him- 
self was current. R. F. Outcault Jr., the original 
Buster, did not go down with the Tuscania, but 
was rescued.

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NOW FOR THE WAR, GARDENS. : 

The first touch of Spring weather reminds us 
that every man who hopes to see the war won 
for democracy and has access to land should be- 
gin to work on the task of war gardening. It is 
@ more serious proposition this year than last 
and should be undertaken not as a fad but as a: 
public duty. 

The first lesson, by Agricultural Department ex- 
perts, in Saturday’s Post-Dispatch, contains val- 
uable information for amataeur gardeners. The 
table showing when various seeds should be plant- 
ed should be cut out and preserved for reference. 

It is the opinion of the department experts that 
city gardeners should not undertake to raise 
produce for sale. This has a tendency tdé overdo, 
and results in waste and failure. The best re- 
sults will be attained by each family trying to 
raise all the vegetables it can use to supply its 
own table. Any surplus may be dried or canned 
for Winter. 

There should be no ground left unused that is 
available this season. In Europe, all parks and 
most private grounds, including golf courses, have 
been turned into gardens for the production of 
food. Our duty in this matter is to outdo every 
other nation, as we easily can if we put forth 
every effort. 
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THE CREDULOUS EAISER. 

It is said that, to obtain the Kaiser’s consent to 
an offensive in the West, which is expected to 
cost 1,000,000 German lives, Hindenburg and Lu- 
dendorff have guaranteed a decisive victory. Nat- 
urally the Kaiser would consent, if he believed 
in the sufficiency of the guaranty. What are a 
million men more or less to one whose ‘ambition 
is to succeed where Alexander, Caesar and Na- 
poleon failed—in winning the overlordship of the 
whole world? 

But what if the sacrifice is fruitless? Surely 
the Emperor, most credulous of men as he is, 
should by this time begin to distrust the guaran- 
ties of his commanding Génerals.. How many con- 
quests on the Western front they have promised 


to materialize! And not one of them seemed at 
the outset more difficult of accomplishment than 
this one. 

The world cannot look forward to the nttenent

If the garden is fairly large or abnormally long 
the diagram may be made in separate sections for 
the sake of convenience. ; 


Plan for Home Needs. 


A typical plan of this character is shown in the 
illustration. This plan, of course, is of use chiefly 
as an example, and in most cases a different ar- 
rangement will be necessary to meet the conditions 
surrounding individual garden spaces. On the plan 
the gardner may indicate the approximate date 
when each of his projected crops is to be planted. 
No more space should be alloted to each than is 
needed to furnish a sufficient quantity @f the vege- 
table for family consumption or for other known 
needs. 

Make the garden «work all summer. Make your 
plans so that when one crop is ready for the table 
or for canning another vegetable can be planted be- 

‘tween the old rows and new plantings can take 
the space vacated. Many home gardeners seem con- 
tent to raise a single crop on each plot of land at 
their disposal, but it is quite possible to grow two 
or three crops of some vegetables in one season. 

_A primary consideration in arranging the garden 
is the kind of cultivation to be employed. Where 
the work is to be done mainly by means of horse- 
drawn tools the arrangement should be such as to 
give the longest possible rows and a straight out- 
line should be followed.
